MOSCOW, Via Berlin, Dec. 27—An- 


nouncement that Russia la ready to 
make further concessions for peace 
today from Lenlne. 


The Soviet leader spoke of Russia's 


desire for outside assistance 'but de- 
clared that, If pushed too fax, Rus- 
sia would be ready to go to war. 


"The Washington conference is- sure 


to be followed by a world conference 
in Europe with both. Russia and Ger- 
many represented," said Lenine. Rec- 
ognition of the soviet is near. 
It 


might be pointed out that America 
took the leadership in the lelief of the 
Russian famine sufferers and the first 
concessions also will be American. 


"The theory that a Soviet republic 


and capitalistic government can not 
exist at the same time has been prov- 
ed wrong. Ths new year will eee 
Soviet Russia a world power. 
Close 


diplomatic relations already exist with 
nearly all countries. 


"Russia is ready for further conces- 


sions for peace, but we can not go be- 
yond a certain point. If our enemies 
force war upon Russia they will find 
Russia ready for it." 


Lenine* added: "Russia needs capit- 


al from the western world ami the 
•western -world needs raw materials 
from Russia."

"Shall we have w ar, or shall we 


have peace f" inquired the senator.

We are pre- 
pared for either. 


"The senate naval affairs committee 


is piepare-d to vote for submarines or 
submarine destroyers any time any 
foreign, nation desires to make war 
on the American people. 


"We of the United States senate 


prefer peace but it is about time the 
spokesmen of foreign na-tlons now in 
Washington understand this; we will 
not ratify any treaty unless its terms 
are satisfactory to us." 


Senator King said it was his pur- 


! pose to offer two re&olutions when the 


j senate convenes on January 3, one 
providing for an United States army j 
of 75,000 and officers and the other! 
[limiting the personnel of the navy' 
' to 50,000 men an dofficers. 


"I shall offer my resolutions as a 


test of the sincerity of those nations, 
which are talking loudest about dis- 
armament," said Senator Ktag. 


"Th-e American people want sub- 


marines, or they don't want submar- 
ines. 


"The senate of the United States 


is weary of quibbling about submar- 
ines—it all depends on whether other 
n-ations want them or don't want 
them."

The Socialist lead- 
er who w, i in prison for opposing and 
denouncing the last war, announced 
today that ho will devote his future 
activities to fighting war In other 
countries of the world. 


"It Is my plan later to tour the 


world" ho said. "I have invitations 
from several countries and I hop's to 
visit every countiy, fighting war and 
getting women, men and children to 
vow that they never again will sup- 
port murder in the form of war." 


The Socialist loader added that:

of his great deHlres was to visit 


Russia. 1 understand that an

I shoxild love to see 
those men over there. In my opinion,

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Lest We Forget 


/"MVEN the 'same kind of a deal in his day, Thomas Jefferson 
^-f would have been imprisoned for speaking what to him was 
the truth just the same as Eugene V. Debs has been imprisoned 
in_our own times. Abraham Lincoln was far more outspoken in 
his opposition to the Mexican war than Debs was to the late 
war and, therefore, under similar conditions, would have been 
imprisoned in his time as Debs has been in ours. 


This paper holds no brief for the political beliefs of Mr. 


Debs. Indeed, with most of the essential social and economic 
beliefs of Debs we are in radical disagreement. But this has 
no bearing upon the point at issue, his foolish and absurd im- 
prisonment. Mr. Debs is a sincere, guileless, mentally honest 
man. 
His character and his integrity are unimpeachable. His 


disposition is lovable. He has lived a clean life and, in his 
own light, has walked uprightly, modestly and without fear in 
the sight of God and man. 


All that he has ever spoken was HIS truth. We are not 


concerned as to whether or not it was OUR truth. 
America 
was dedicated to the idea of free speech, a free press and the 
right of peaceful assemblage. And so long as men in the ex- 
ercise of these inalienable rights do not advocate physical 
violence or the forcible destruction of the government they are 
entitled to the protection of the government. 


What Debs teaches may be the truth, or it may be heresy. 
Granted it is the lattei\ Whenever the only answer of our gov- 
ernment to men like Debs is to throw their bodies in prison, it 
has departed a long way from the government the fathers 
established and the government our people knew down to the 
time of the Civil war. 


If Debs and the Socialist soap box orators speak no truth, 


then why should the government fear them? If their mouth- 
ings are only heresies, why not answer them as has been the 
wont of our Anglo-Saxon race for a thousand years past? Why 
lock up a sincere man for speaking what is in his heart? Why 
deny an honest speaker and a clean, harmless man the right to 
say in public what is in his mind? 


Will the world never learn that a man may be locked up 
but never imprisoned? Will it never realize that it is possible 
to lock up a man's body, but never his ideas? Do we still en- 
tertain the delusion that a thot may be put in jail? 


In the early days of Greece they learned that they could 


'not kill the "heresies" • of Socrates by jailing him, so they 
pressed the fatal cup of hemlock to his lips in the foolish belief 
that when Socrates died his ideas and teachings would die with 
him. 


•Later, Christ, the greatest of social reformers, paid the 
same heavy penalty for his "heresies." 
And so it has been 


down thru the ages. Men out of touch with their times and who 
dared to tell what they considered the truth have been perse- 
cuted, jailed, murdered, and their jailors and murderers have 
thus given them the only answer they knew. 


But Americans of this clay and generation should know 
better. . OUR ANCESTORS DTD KNOW BETTER. Can it be 
we have forgotten what they learned at such a fearful 
price? 


Has America slipped back a little since 1776? Is the lesson of 
Runnymede and Magna Charta lost on us modern Anglo- 
Baxons?

The Great Refusal 


T ORD LEE of Fareham. first lord of the British Admiralty, 
•*-/ Friday, presented the case against the submarine eloquently 
and logically. 


He argued that undersea craft could neither operate suc- 


cessfully against surface fleets in motion nor prevent landings 
by attacking forces. Their effective use was against unarmed 
Shipping, of which theGerman submarines sank 12,000,000 tons, 
valued at $1,100,000,000, and against non-combatants, of whom 
the German submarines killed 20,000, He admitted that Eng- 
land had an especial interest in the abolition of the submarine, 
since it was, of all nations, most exposed to submarine attacks. 
But he took his stand upon an argument with which it is hard 
to disagree. The submarine, he said, 


. . . is a weapon of murder and piracy, nnri the drowning of nou- 
combatants. 
H hu> been used I D sink p.isyont^er ships, cargo ships, 


and even hospital ships. TP< him ,i)h tho submarine is so constiurtprl 
that it could not be utilUed to icscue c\on women and children from 
sinking ship«- 


He proposed, in the name of his government, to scrap "probably 
the most efficient submarine navy in the world, composed of 100 
vessels of 80,000 tons." 


The replies made by M. Sarraut on behalf of France and 


Mr. Hughe? on behalf of the United States were based frankly 
upon apparent self-interest. Both }I. Sarraut and Mr. Hughe's 
glossed over this melancholy fact by pointing out that rules 
might be adopted against the inhumane use of the submarine 
and that the combatant who violated these rules would "invite 
sure defeat by bringing down the wrath of the world upon his 
head." 


The American memorandum revealed, however, how little 
this comforting reflection had to do with our decision. \Ve are 
for submarines, it was freely conceded, because they are in- 
expensive and because they suit .our particular purposes. In 
snort, the Lnited States needs a large submarine force to pro- 
tect its interests." Perhaps there is more than a little signifi- 
cance in the fact that American newspapers had to go to Eng- 
lisn sources to get the summary of these arguments 
, 
It should be unnecessary to point out that this position is 


inconsistent with the position taken by our government in call- 
ing the conference. What we really propose, so long as we 
stick to submarines, is to make war cheap and to gain as much 
advantage as we can from the naval ratio which we have uro- 
posed. There is but one excuse for this position, and it was not 
advanced Friday. It is that if we agreed to give up the sub- 
marine trance and Japan probably would refuse and there 
would be no naval agreement. 


Friday's failure must be written down as a calamity which 


must sooner or later be repaired if the world is to be a«?ured of 
peace.
